Ki/marnock and the 
Jord Batnerino, and being arrived there 
were poited in lines from the Tozer to 
the fcaffold, and all sound it. About 
8 o'clock the fheriffs of London, with 
their under fherifts and their officers, viz. 
6 {erjeants at mace, 6 yeomen, and the 
executioner, met at the Mitre tavern in 
Fenchurch-fireet, where they breakfaft- 
ed, and went from thence to the houfe, 
lately the tran{port-office, on Tower-hilt, 
near Catherine-court,- hired by them for 
the reception of the {aid lords before the 
fhould be conducted to the {caffold, 
which was ereéted about 30 yards from 
the faid houfe.

The fcaffold was 
x dn cleared from the blood, frefh faw- 
duit ftrew’d, and, that no appearance of 
a former execution might remain, the 
executioner changed fuch of his cloaths 
as appeared bloody. . 
[in the Account faid to be publifhed 
by the authority of the fheriffs ‘it is af- 
ferted, that the Ld Ki/marnock requefted 
his head might not be held up as ufual, 
and declared to be the head of a traytor ; 
and that, for this reafon, that part of the 
.ceremony was omitted, as the fentence 
te p- 361.) and lawdid not require it : 
ut we are aflured, in Mr Fofer’s ac- 
count, that his lordfhip made no fuch 
requeit; and further, that, when’he was 
intormed that his head would be held 
up, and fuch proclamation made, it did 
not affect him, and he fpoke.of it as a 
matter of no moment.’ All that he 
with’d or defired was, 1. That the ex- 
ecutioner might not be, as reprefented 
to his lordfhip, @ good fort of man, 
thinking a rough temper would be fitter 
for the purpoie. 2. That his coffin, 
inftead of remaining in the hearfe, 
might be fet upon the flage; and, 3. 
That four perfons might be appointed

While this was doing the Ld Ba/merina, F out of his pocket, he put it on

Maz it pleafe yourGrace, and my*Lords, 
Have already,from a due fenfe of my 
folly, and the heinoufnels of thoie 
crimes with which I ftand charged, 
confeffed my€lf guilty, and obnoxious 
to thofe punifhments which the laws af 
the land have wifely provided for of- 
fences of fo deepadye: nor would I 
have your lordfhips to fufpect that what 
Tam now to offer is intended to extenu- 
ate thofe crimes, or palliate my offences; 
No: I mean only to addres myfelf to 
your lordfhips merciful difpofition, to 
excite fo much compaffion in your Jord- 
fhips breafts, as to prevail on his gracc, 
and this honourable houfe, to intercede 
with his majefty for his royal clemency. 
Tho’ the fituation I am now in; and 
the folly and rafhnefs which has expofed 
me to this difgrace, cover me with con- 
fufion, when I refle€t upon the unfulli-

Vet, believe, upon the ftri¢teft enquiry 
it will appear, that the whole tenor of 
my life, from my firft entcring into the 
world, to the unhappy minute in which 
I was feduced to join in this rebellion, 
has been agreeable to my duty and alle- 

iance, and confiftent with the ftricteit 

oyalty. 

For the truth of this I need only ap- 
peal to the manner in which I haveedu- 
eated my children, the eldeit of which 
has the honour to bear a commiffion un- 
der his majefty, and:has always behav- 
ed jike a gentleman; I ‘brought hira up 
in the true principles of the revolution, 
and an abhorrence of popery and arbi- 
trary power; his behaviour is known te

therefore I take the liberty to appeal to 
your lordfhips, if it is poffible that my 
endeavours in his education would have 
been attended with fuch fuccefs, if I 
had not myfelf been fincere in thofe 
principles, and an enemy to thofe mea- 
fures which have now involved me and 
my family in ruin. Had my mind at 
that time been tainted with difloyalty and 
difaffection, I could not have diffembled 
fo clofely with my own family,. but 
fome tinéture would have devolved to 
my.children. 

I have endeavoured, ‘as much as my 
capacity or intereft would admit, to be 
ferviceable to the crown on all occafions; 
and even at the breaking out of the re- 
bellion, I was fo far‘trom approving 
their meafures, or fhewing the leatt 
pronenefs to promote their unnatural 
icheme, that by my. intereit in Ki/mar- 
nock, and places adjacent, I prevented 


numbers from joining them, and encou- G 


raged the country as much as poifible, 
to continue firm to their allegiance. 
When that unhappy hour arrived in 
which I became a party, which was not 
till after the battle of Preffox Pens, 1 
was far from being @ perion of any con- 
fequence ainongit thefn. 
up any arms. nor raife a fingle man 
in their fervice.- I endeavoured to 
moderate their cruelty, ani wa hip- 
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pily inftrumental: in ivieg, the lives of 
oya 


many of his majefty’s fubjects, 
whom they had taken prifoners : I affift- 
ed the fick and wounded, and did all 
in my power to make their confinement 
tolerable. , ¢ ; 
I had nét been long with them before 
I faw my error, and refle&ted with hor- 
ror on the guilt of fwerving from my 
allegiance to the belt of fovereigns; the 
difhonowr which it reflefted upon my- 
felf ; and the fatal ruin which it necefla- 
rily brought wpon my family. I then 


p determined to leave them and’ fubmit 


to his majefty’s clemency, as foou 

I fhould have an opportunity: For this 
I feparated pdt from my corps at 
the battle of Cudleden, and itaid to fur- 
render myfelf a prifoner, though I had 
frequent opportunities, and might have 
efcaped with great eafe ; for the truth

whom I furrendered. 

But, my Lords, I did not endeavour 
to make my efcape,* becaufe the confe- 
quences in an inftant appear’d to me 
more terrible, more fhocking than the 
moft painful or ignominious death ; £ 
chofe therefore to durrender and commit 
myfelf to the king’s mercy, rather. than 
to throw mylelf into the hands of a fo- 
reign power, the natural enemy to my 
country ; with whom to have merit, -£ . 
muft perfift in continued atts of vio- 
lence to my principles, and of treafon 
& rebellion againit my king and country. 

It is with the utmoft abhorence and 
deteftation I have feen a letter from the 
French court, prefuming todiétate to. a 
Britife monarch the manner _he fhould 
deal with his rebellious fubjeéts: -Iam 
not fo much in love with life, norfo 
void of afenfe of honour, as to expett 
it upon fuch an interceflion: I depend 
only on the merciful interceffion of this 
honourable houfe,and the innate clemen- 
cy of his facred majelty. ~ 

But if, my Lords, if all I have offer- 
ed is not a fuflicient motive to. your 
lordfhips to induce you to employ yous. 
intereft with his majefty for his royal 
clemency in my behalf, 1 fhall Jay down 
my life with the utmoft refignation ; and 
my iaft moments fhall be employed -in 
fervent prayers for the prefervation of 
the illuftrious houfe of Hazover, and the 
peace and profperity of Great Britain.

18 of that 
Chap. for the, prohibition there extends no ftir} 
ther than her life time; and inal] the old bibles, 
the words are very plain, and fully thew, when 
death has diflolved the former marriage, the o- 
ther marriage,or freedoms with the wife’s fifter, 
which were before prohibited, are not then un- 
lawful. And if a man.may, according to that 
text, marry the fifter of his former wife, then 
a woman may marry the brother of her former 
hufband. Mr O. Reperet fays it wasab- 
folutely unlawful under the Mofaic difpenfation 
to marry ‘a brother’s widow, unlefs childlefs ; 
and quotes Math. xx111.24. which feems to 
have no reference to the cafe, 
_ It feems not to be forbid by theLewitical law, 
nor by aét of Parliament, 32 Henry VIII. 
(which was after all the laws and difputes this 
cafe had caufed in England in that reign) inti- 
tuledWhat per fons may marry ,and was confirm- 
ed under Edw. VI. and by an a&t 1 Eliz. 
which declared that no degree of confanguinity 
or affinity for the future fhould be any bar to 
Marriages not forbidden by theLevitical law,and 
all procefs againft any but the violator of the 
Leviticallaw was forbidden, which aét, I ap- 
prehend, was wifely defigned to fettk all the 
difputes this cafe had caufed. But now i: feems 
to be forgot, or cuftom has forbid the ufe of it; 
for I think it impoffible to reconcile it to the 
table of marriages, and to the canons, which 
4eclare fuch a marriage inceftous. But as the 
difputes which this cafe caufed are long fince 
fubfided, and now no particular party or per-

ple, otherwife of humane difpofitions, 
could not be fpeétators and_applauders 
of the cruel punifhments infli¢ted, pur- 
fuant to fentence of the courts of in- 
quifition, on their neighbours and 
friends for herefy, which is whatever 
the inquifitors pleafe to adjudge as fuch, 
even the moft innocent opinion.

ment has been eftablifhed by laws be- 
neficial to fociety and. commerce, for 
more than half a century. All thofe 
who were lately-executed for rebellion,, 
were born, bred up, and prote‘ted un- 
der thofe bag laws; and each 
one had given his confent, either perfo- 


C nally by his oath, or by the bearing of 


office, or the voting for members of 
parliament, or elfe by his reprefentative 
in parliament, to the prefent govern- 
ment ; and, after thefe conditions and 
actions, to plead confcience for rebelli- 
on againft a government which had 
protected all her fubjeéts in the full en- 
joyment of their rights even to licenti- 
oufne{s, is the greateft abfurdity. Ras 
villiac, who ftabbed and murdered that 
great prince,Henry IV. of France, plead= 
ed conicience (and with as much rea- 
fon as the prefent rebels) for that his 
moft inhuman parricide. 

As a proof that the rebels a¢ted from 
conicience, the adherents to them af- 
firm, though it be not admitted, that 
they died undaunted, and are martyrs 
to their confcience. It was the bufi- 
nefs of the party, by Romifh and Non- 
juring priefts, to keep thofe condemn’d 
men, their tools, warm with liquor and 
enthufiafm, either of which, without 
one grain of reafon, the foundation of 
a good confcience, has kept up the fpi- 
rits of great criminals, even under 
fentence of death, and near the time of 
execution. 

If men are to be judged, from their 
undaunted behaviour at the time of their 
execution, to have ated from good 
con{cience, . and therefore martyrs, the 
Romith annals can produce many fuch 
martyrs, even Guy Fawkes and others, 
who fuffered for the gunpowder treafon;

I have fent you the following 
loofe thoughts on the other fide. 

In order to diftinguifh in what cafes 
mercy ought, or ought not, to be ex- 
tended to criminals, it is neceflary to 
—— what is, or ought to be, the 
end and view of all human tribunals in 
infliGing punifhments on the guilty ; 
and for that purpofe we will fee what 
the learned have {aid upon that fubject ; 
and though they exprefs the thing diffe- 
rently in words, they all feem to mean 
the fame. Pato fays, in his Protagoras, 
‘ No one punishes criminals merely be- 
* caufe they have committed a crime, 
* unlefs it be fome favage beaft, who 
: — to fatisfy his own cruelty: 
* But he who punifhes. with reafon, 
* does not punifh for paft faults, (for it 
‘js impofhble to prevent that which 
* has been done from being done) but 
© for faults that are to come ; that. nei- 
* ther the guilty himfelf may be guilty 
* again, nor others commit the crime 
* for which they fee him punifhed.’ 
And Sezzca, in his difcourle on anger, 
fays the fame thing, after P/ato; but ia 
his book on c/emencyis more particular 
as to the intention of punishments : 
§ In vindicating injuries done to others 
* (fays he) the law (and the prince 
ought alf to do the fame) regards 
theie three things; either the amend- 
ment.of the perion punifhed, or the 
making others better by the punifh- 
ment of him, or the fecurity of o- 
thers by taking the offender out of the 
* way.’ And Grorius exprefies the fame 
thing thus: ‘ In punifhing we fhould 
‘ regard either the good of him who 
« has committed the crime, or the ad- 
§ vantage of him whofe intereft it was 
* that it fhould not have been commit- | 
© ted, or the benefit of all in genedal,’ 
The laft authority I thall produce 
is that of Puffendorf, who, tpeaking 
of punifhments in general, and_ the en 
of them, fays, ‘ There is no injuttice, 
‘ with regard. to the action itfelf, that 
*: he who has committed a crime thould 
¢ {uffer for it: But, neverthelefs, men 
ins } * ought

“This. plea for mercy to the rebels is a 
complot of our enemies, to {pare thofe 
fons of violence, facred to Rome and 
France, that they may once again, 
with re-united efforts, aim at our de- 
ftruétion. If ever men can in reafon 
fall unpitied, thofe who have fuffered, 
and thofe who are adjudged to fuffer, 
for their machinations in the late rebel- 
lion, are the men. 

No hiftory can fhew, no example 
can be given, that fuch offenders, fo le- 
gally and impartially conviéted, and 
whofe punifhment is fo loudly and una- 
nimouily called for, were not made of- 
ferings in juftice to an offended nation. 

Think and reflect, had thefe men 
ftood conviéted and oa to death by 
the law while the rebelli 
any one then had talked of mercy to- 
wards thofe offenders, what would 
have been the fentiments of loyal fub- 
jects? By the happy fuppreffion of the 
rebellion, the crimes of the rebels are 
not altered. 'Phofe already condemned, 
fome of whom are executed, were 
chief agents in the rebellion, and bore 
commifiions under him whom they ftile 
their prince: If they, the chiefs, fuf- 
fer not, what fhall be done to the of- 
fenders of an inferior clais jn the rebel- 


lion? 

Did thofe who lately faffered death 
fhew any remarfe after their conviétion? 
Do thofe whofe fentence is refpited 
fhew any tokens of their future obedi- 
ence to our government? Does not 
their blood boil with vengeance ?—— 
Spare them therefore, {pare them! in 
pity to their rage and vengeance de- 
nounced againit our conftitution. 

Ihave read the fpeeches of the two 
rebel lords who pleaded guilty, pro- 
nounced by them before the auguft af 
fembly of their peers, on their trials. 
After that confeflion of their crimes, 
fo confeffed that the aggravating cir- 
cumftances of their crimes might be 
hidden in darknefs, what can availa 
flow of words moving to compaffion! 

ere the councils of the rebels, im-

And now, whenever thefe ends can 
be-anfwered without an actual infli&tion 
of punifhment on the criminal, there is 
then room for mercy ; and it is the du- 
ty of every man, more efpecially of e- 
very chriltian, to exercile that mercy 
and benevolence which fo eminently di- 
ftinguifhes the fupreme being from all 
others, and which he takes fo muchde- 
light in, and will hereafter amply re- 
ward: For though I confefs, with your 
late correfpondent, that we ought not 
in all cafes to meaiure the aétions of fi- 
nite beings by thofe of an infinite one; 
yet furely we ought to imitate, in all 
poffible cafes, that which is his darling 

moft amiable attribute. 

Seneca, who was only a heathen mo- 
ralift, recommends this to all, and par- 
ticularly princes, ‘ That they fhould 
* forgive where it can be fafely done, 
* and be tender even where they cannot 
* forgive.” The Mofaic law iays, An 

ye ;-" an eye, a tooth fora tooth: But 
the great mafter of our religion has in 
the room of fuch fevere juftice intro- 
duced mercy and forgivenefs, and has 
direéted us to love even our enemies, 
and rather than exaét a rigorous pu- 
nifhment on the offenders, not even 
refift the injury. 

His majefty certainly has it in his 
power to know beft who are, or arenot 
hit objects of his mercy, as he can en- 
quire not only into their principles and 
behaviour, but alfo. may eafily judge of 
the motives which induced the criminal 
to commit the crime. Let us then, con- 
fiding in_ his majefty’s wifdom and juf- 
tice, entirely leave it in his royal breaft, 
where the law has already left it, either 
to pardon or to punifh his, as well as 
our enemics ; and let us not be fo un- 
chriftian-like and cruel, as by our mur- 
murs to flop the clemency which his 
majefty, who knows beft their deferts, 
would otherwife extend to the unfortu- 
nate criminal ; For in cafeall the ends of 
infli€ting punifhment may be fufficient- 
ly anfwered without the criminal’s un- 

ergoing the punifhment, and no ill 
coniequences can arife from remitting 
it, his majefty has not only a right, but 
it is his duty, to extend his royal bounty 
and compaffion on any whom he hhall 
think deferving of it, and whofe par- 
oe is not likely to damage him(elf or o- 
thers,

Placentia, befides vaft magazines and provifions 
which the enemy at an immenfe expence had 
drawn out of the ftate of Wenice, all the nu- 
merous train of heavy artillery, defigned for 
promoting the eftablifhment of the infant don 
Philip in Italy. They take notice alfo that 
out of that numerous and powerful army which 
the Spaniards themfelves a year ago computed 


at 104000 men, and which has fince received G 


30,000 recruits, their generals have not car- 
ry’d off full 20,000 into the territories of Ge- 
nea, all the reft are kill’d, taken or deferted.— 
Other frefher advices fay, that count Gages, in 
his retreat by Tortona, withdrew the garrifon, 
and was making precipitate marches towards 
Genea, in order to preferve the poor remains of 


his army. He had learnt that he was to re- H 


ceive no more remittances from Madrid, and 
was therefore only to bring off his troops as 
well as he could ; and baw court appears fe lit- 
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tle fatisfied with his conduét that he is remov’d 
from his’ cornmand, and the tridrquis de das 
Minas appointed ‘general under Don Philip. 
The K. of Sardima, on the 12th Inf, N.S 
was paffing the Po with hisarmy,and the mar- 
quis with the forces under his command are 
clofe at the heels of the enemy.
